'T BE idea of installing an artificial silk 

plant in a distillery in an old-world 
city like Londonderry may su the 
simile of putting new wine into old bottles, 
but one hopes for the enterprise a vastly 
different result. Indeed, if one may judge 
from all aspects, there is no reason why 
it should not become a thorough success. 
Hence some consideration of the new 
industry in relation to Irish development 
cannot be without interest. 

What is the relation of artificial silk to 
linen? What will be their relations? 
Will the new-comer supplant the old, or 
will it prove a rejuvenator? Curiously, 
both textiles, together with cotton, have 
the same basic progenitor; both are 
derived from cellulose, the essential in all 
plant-life. Similarly, while it is probable 
that weaving, as an art, was copied by 
primal man from the example of certain 
birds so making their nests, the evolution 
of artificial] silk is admittedly an imita- 
tion of the methods of the silkworm. In 
their uses both textiles are to some extent 
competitive and complementary. 

Although artificial silk is usually 
yevarded as a modern invention, it finds 
mention as early as 1664, when Dri Robert 
Hooke stated his opinion that a way might 
be found to produce a composition , resemb- 
ling and ‘‘ probably as good as, or even 
better than.” the ‘‘excrement”. from 
which the silkworm produced its thread. | 
Te deemed it an. easy task, and even 
prophesied: ‘‘I need not mention the use 
of such an invention nor the benefit likely 
to accrue to its finder.’’ | 

It was not, however, until 1840 that a 
weaver, F. G. Keller, of Hainichen, 
faxony, actually produced the thread from 
wood pulp, but, alas! left others to reap 
the benefit of his discovery... Two years 
Inier a Manchester man actually exhibited 
an artificial silk machine with the spin- 
nerets now used, but, disheartened by 
apathy and ridicule generally, he died by 
his own hand. During succeeding years 
a host of experimenters came into the 
field, but it was not until 1892-4 that the 
iden became commercialised in viscose, the 
variety now most general. It. ig this 
viscose which may be seen in its develop- 
ment at Ireland's first artificial silk manu- 
factory—that of Sunsheen, Ltd., at Grace- 
hill, near Ballymena, Co. Antrim. 


TREE STUMPS AS STOCKINGS. 


Undoubtedly, a well-moulded limb in 
viscose may attract admiration, but even 
more intriguing is the metamorphosis 
whereby Stumps of trees become stockings. 
At Gracehill we may follow most of these 
staves, though the starting off stage is 
from clean matt white sheets of wood 
pulp, not very different from cardboard. 
Mr. Arthur Smalley, the expert works 
manager, warns intending visitors of the 
from ‘‘gassing’’ if they adventure 
througn the premises. Nevertheless, 
although the production of viscose is a 
95 per cent. chemical process, the air 
everywhere is almost as sweet and pure as 
that of a model dairy. Every tank, filter 
and winding frame are as free from dust, 
dinginess and untidiness as are the works 
of » watch. The worker soon learns that, 
while Moses could break the Ten Com: 
mandments simultaneously, to drop a 
quarter inch of viscose at Gracehill is un- 
pardonable. Even the perfect personal 
cleanliness of the 600 workers is rigidly 
insisted on. So it is veritably a textile 
palace of health and beauty. 

The first change of the cellulose cards 
is their “ mercerisation’’ by caustic soda, 
fnd then the chopping into Lux-like flakes, 
well termed ‘‘crumbs.’’ Next comes their 
“‘ageing’’ by enclosure in metal cases for 
“a period of from three to four days. After 
that, churning. with an exactly propor- 
tioned quota of carbon, bisulphide added, 
proceeds for some hours until the sub- 
stance becomes a bright orange gelatinous 
mass. Again, it enters a jacketed tank at 
constant icy temperature, to be constantly 
stirred and dissolved by weak caustic soda. 
end emerges as viscose.

“ BOX-SPINNING.” 


Purification is necessary by filtration 
under pressure through many layers of fine 
cloth, and the filtrate substance, now 
clear and gummy, has earned a rest of 
four days. Simultaneously all possible air 
bubbles are absorbed by a high vacuum. 
Now we have the substance as it might be, 
in the case of real silk, in the body of 
the silkworm or spider. Strictly, the 
spider does hot spin; nor does this 
gigantic mechanical spider, since from its 
vitals the gunimy substance is squirted out 
through extremely fine pores, or ‘‘spin- 
nerets ’’ of platinum. Entering a bath of 
acid the tiny jets become immediately 
solidified into threads of sufficient strength 
to pass over the winding gear, without 
uny strain or weakening. 

This stage is intensely intetesting, being 
known as “box spinnine,” and very 
ingeniously the viscose thread. coils itself 
in rapidly revolving ‘‘ cans,’’ as it is given 
some slight twist, Next the cans are 
‘* doffed,’’ and the yarn, after steaming, 
is reeled in skeins of definite length. 

Still other series of purificatory pro- 
cesses are to be undergone, with pure warm 
water, hot sodium sulphide, «bleaching, 
souring, soaping, etc., before drying. Then 
the viscose yarn is ready for the further 
stages of dyeing and winding or beaming. 
The cotton and linen trades may term 
their work painstaking, but it is rule-of- 
thumb compared with the meticulousness, 
responsibility and eterna) vigilance 
involved in viscose. Its fragility and in- 
elasticity are such that a slip is irrepar- 
able. Hence testing is done continually 
by imspectors and graders, as well as by 
the constant patrol of one or other of the 
six technical chemists. Yet Mr. Smalley 
will tell you that the dexterity of these 
nimble and winsome Ulster girls gives no 
cause for complaint. Certainly it is an 
enterprise deserving all commendation; 
but, if the Northern Ireland Government 
has wisely shown its faith by goodly finan- 
cial support, per contra the Imperial! 
Government exacts its excise toll of one 
shilling per pound of production. 


RELATION TO LINEN. 


Sunsheen’s viscose yarns were highly 
admired at the recent London and other 
artificial silk exhibitions. Indeed, so well 
pleased are Irish linen manufacturers 
with their metits in adding colour, lustre 
and general attractiveness .to “their 
damasks and other flaxen cloths, that 
their orders are quickly increasing. Large 
bulks are also bought by English and

paper with which they could very well 
dispense. 

I sympathise with my correspondent, but 
can see no reason why the City Commis- 
sioners should not complete the excellent 
work which they have done in providing 
a new bridge and fine wide highway to 
Clontarf and Howth. I understand that 
the idea of using the ‘“‘Sloblands’’ for a 
new cattle market has been abandoned by 
the City Commissioners, but that they are 
still considering further work of »reclama- 
tion on the North Wall side of the .rail- 
way embankment for cattle market and 
lairage purposes. If my memory serves 
me @orrectly, an agreement for this work 
was entered into several years ago between 
the City Commissioners: and the Dublin 
Port and Docks Board. Such a scheme

Swans’ Nesis. 


There are some beautiful islands on the

the island that is nearest to Carton house 
a swan is hatching at present. Her nest 
is a couple of feet wide and about the 
same in depth; and for order and cleanli- 
ness few birds could beat it. She brings 
moss, hair, feathers to it, anc arranges 
these with great care to make a soft lining. 
At this time of year there are usually six 
or seven eggs in it. They are of a beau- 
tiful light shade and spotted with white.

He is on guard all the time his 
mate is hatching, and like a sentinel never 
moves far from the nest until the young 
swans are able to look after themselves. 
I would be sorry for the boy who lays deep ' 
schemes to swim or row to the island to 
the nest. 


Fox and Peacock. 


I came across an amusing menage & 
trois in Carton, the Duke of Leinster’s 
place, recently. It consisted of two pea- 
cocks and a peahen. One of the cocks is 
more fully grown than the other, but both 
have splendid tails. Until two years ago 
the peahen hatched out a brood of five to 
seven eggs every May. Two years ago, 
unfortunately, a fox stole the hen and all 
the eggs just as the peachicks were coming 
out. The peahen seems to have met this 
terrible fate by an excess of caution rather 
than by indiscretion. In order to get a 
secret place for her nest she made it in 
the fir plots about Carton. These are 
full of foxes, so that a fox—it is supposed 
2 vixen—found an unexpected dinner of 
several courses the following day. 

The fortnight before a resident missed 
twenty fowl in one week, and the peahen’s 
turn came next. It is thought that the 
vixen had a nest herself in the fir plot, 
and was taking the eggs and mother to 
feed her young. The peahen was missing 
for several days, and when a search was 
made for her nothing was found but a 
few feathers. 

The peacocks are fed on oats and bread. 
At night they roost in the trees. When 
making a nest a peahen takes as much 
trouble in selecting a place as any young 
wife might do at a house -agent's. ~ She 
nests under a shrub, but often spends a 
month looking for a suitable one. When 
at last she has made it she tries to deceive 
everybody as to its whereabouts. She 
makes long journeys, walking in great 
circles and taking roundabout ways to get 
to it so as to make people think it is one 
of the spots she visits on the way. She 
does not bring anything to the nest, but 
makes it out of earth.

A Famous Playwright. 


Sir Arthur Wing Pinero, who is produc- 
ing a new play, ‘‘A Private Room,” 
after a silence of nearly ten years, attri- 
butes much of his great success as a 
dramatist to the practical knowledge of 
the stage which he gained by seven years 
of his youth spent on the boards. During 
that period he had the luck to act with 
Irving, and tells many good stories of the 
great actor-manager. 

One night in the middle of a scene in 
““ Louis .’ at the Lyceum, Pinero 
noticed cne“Of the stage trees swaying and 
tottering in a threatening manner just 
behind Irving, and whispered: ‘‘ The tree 
is coming down, sir.” ‘* Hold it up; then, 
hold it up,” whispered Irving, and con- 
tinued to throw out asides of “hold it 
up " during the whole of the long speech 
he was making. 

The young actor did his best, but at 
last down it came with a crash, almost on 
top of him. Irving calmly finished his 
speech, paying no attention to the acci- 
dent ; then, with great presence of mind, 
he gagged: ‘‘ Ha! Where is the Dauphin? 
Let us go and see,” and taking the dazed 
Pinero by the arm led him off the stage. 


Sir William Orpen and the Workers. 


The gathering of 12,000 workmen in the 
Olympia in London, when the employés of 
the British Gas, Light and Coke met and 
presented to Sir David Mile Watson his 
portrait by our Irish 
artist, is certainly 
bringing artist and 
working man near 
each other in the 
present age. Few of 
those in the great 
assembly will forget 
that the fine painting 
of this industrial 
magnate was done by 
one of the greatest 
artists of his day. 
This is not, however, 
the first picture which 
has made Sir William 
Orpen a familiar 
name to the British workman. ‘The fine 
poster, “The Stoker,” showing the men 
of steel in the furnace piling on the great 
fires, which keep the ren 2 of industry 
going, is one of the most popular of the 
signboards issued by the L.M.S., and seen 
on the railroads all over England. This 
poster was executed a few years ago in a 
series of pictures by well-known artists 
which the London, Midland and Scottish 
Railroad adopted in their system of ad- 
vertising. Now we see the great assembly 
of working men co-operating in a bigger 
work—the presentation of a portrait to 
one of the biggest employers of labour in 
England—and one ean quite understand 
that Sir William Orpen was very happy at 
this tribute from the workers in choosing 
him as the painter. 


Orpen in Dublin. 


Those who knew Sir William Orpen in 
Dublin in those days when he might be 
seen painting along the Howth pro- 
montory, or away by Raheny, remember 
the charming, modest and witty. Irishman, 
who was one of the powers in the 
struggling Irish art movement of his time. 
He loved his classes at the Metropolitan 
School of Art, and even when he estab- 
lished his studio in London came back 
weekly to attend these sittings of his 
students. He was very popular in the 
studio, and full of life and fun. 

Perhaps, the most amusing story I know 
of this time was when one afternoon he 
was standing at the corner of Grafton 
street as a. procession of women passed. 
{t was during the suffrage days, and the 
women were parading with banners bear- 
ing the slogans of the campaign. Mr. 
Orpen. watched the women pass, and, 
suddenty recognising one of the artists of 
the school in the group, he jumped into 
the ranks, seized her banner, and marched 
along with the women. 

I do not know whether it was 
enthusiasm for the women’s cause, or the 
fun of the moment, which prompted him ;

O are the most credulous and easily 

duped among the professional 
classes? A famous judge, in his remini- 
scences, once declared that; according to 
his experience, clergymen were always 
most easily deceived, and he ascribed this 
to their supposed lack of business 
training. 

Opinions might differ, but few people 
probably would place lawyers among the 
most susceptible to flattery and trickery. 
They have all the advantages—a tried 
knowledge of the law, an acquaintance 
with the seamy sides of human nature, 
and practical experience of business. 
Yet, as a fact, lawyers quite frequently 
are duped. 

Just at present Scotland Yard and the 
police of England’s chief cities are seeking 
information concerning the whereabouts of 
a smart, well-educated man of about 
fifty, who seems to have specialised in the 
tricking of solicitors. The astonishing 
thing is that he has been successful in 
nearly every instance. He consulted one 
well-known lawyer, and produced docu- 
ments with a view to bringing an action 
for damages, and talked so plausibly that 
the man of law actually advanced him 
several pounds. The client then dis- 
appeared. 

Another trick was even more ingeniously 
planned. A man went to a solicitor and 
posed as a motorist against whom a woman 
was claiming compensation, and he 
authorised the offer of £50. Then he 
straightway called at another office and re- 
presented himself as the husband of this 
woman. By that time these lawyers had 
received an intimation from the first firm 
that their client was prepared to pay 
fifty pounds. Hence they were not 
suspicious, and, as the husband professed 
to be in need, they readily paid him a few 
pounds on account of what was coming. 
Then both firms discovered they had been 
the victims of a swindle. 


BOGUS BUSINESS. 


A short while ago one man succeeded in 
getting two well-known business men in 
the City of London to invest a total of 
£1,600 in his bogus business on the 
strength of a letter from a solicitor of the 
highest repute. The lawyer had written, 
in response to the reference to him, to say 
that he had seen the books and accounts of 
the business, and that it was a genuine 
enterprise, which would be considerably 
developed by additional capital. 

This was good enough. One business 
man parted with a thousand pounds, and 
the other with six hundred. Both were 
startled to learn that the lawyer had been 
deceived by a carefully prepared set of 
books, and that, having got the money, 
the owner of the business had decamped. 

A few months previously, a notorious 

forger was sent back to America from 
England, where he had landed in the hepe 
of escaping justice. One of the most re- 
markable things that he had done was to 
dupe his own lawyer, who had agreed to 
take up his defence, provided that the 
accused put down £250 in advance. This 
was done before the trial came on, but 
the man was found guilty of forgery, and 
was sentenced to imprisonment. 
When the case was over, however, it 
was discovered that, in order to raise the 
money, the man had mortgaged a piece of 
property, and the deed was duly executed 
and carried through. The amount was 
for five hundred pounds, and £250 was 
paid to the lawyer, while the accused kept 
the balance. When the Jawyer came to in- 
vestigate he found, to his chagrin, that 
the mortgaged property was his own house, 
and that this had been the last 
triumphant trick of the forger. 


DANGEROUS CUSTOMERS. 


Men who lead a Jekyll and Hyde 
existence make dangerous customers, 
specially when the lawyer knows only the 
better side of their lives. Yet many 
solicitors have been sadly misled by such. 
men; for it is sometimes extremely diffi- 
cult to get the truth about a client who 
seems to be a man of substance, and is 
able to. present first-class credentials. 

A solicitor, who was once regarded as a 
man of note and conspicuous ability, and 
in his time had briefed some of the most 
famous consel of the day, confessed that 
the first step on the road to ruin was 
when a man of this kind was introduced 
and became a client. The facts read like 
fiction; for the man posed as a notable 
pioneer of motoring, and actually used 
the name of one who was famous. 
Strangely enough, the lawyer went about 
with him, and they dined at clubs 
Aogether, but the name was never chal- 
lenged. —It is not surprising that he did 
not at first suspect the imposture. He ad- 
vanced money and gave testimonials 
freely until he received a shock on learn- 
ing that his client had been arrested. 

There is another man wanted by the 
police who has tricked two firms of 
solicitors in a similar way. He has posed 
as a captain and a shipowner, ‘with 
interests in London and Newcastle, and 
appéared quite a responsible client who 
was worth cultivating. By documents 
and plausible tales he obtained various 
substantial sums. An inquiry from a 
shipping company, however, made one 
solicitor suspicious, and it has been found 
that this clever rogue has tricked many 
other people besides the two lawyers.

It wes an age when Ireland 
was the light of darkened Europe. | 

St. Brendan was born at Tralee in A.D. 
484. He was of noble birth ; for his great- 
grandfather Alta was a descendant of 
kings. His early studies were directed by 
St. Jarleth, who was the first Bishop of 
Tuam. Like many other young men of 
his day, St, Brendan was attracted to the 
famous school of Clonard, in Meath, over. 
which St. Finian presided with such 
success and ability. Having spent some. 
time at Clonard, St. Brendan appears to 
have crossed over to Britain, where he 
pursued a further course of study under 
St. Gildas the elder. The next mention 
we find of him is in connection with the 
famous abbey of Lancarvan, in Glamorgan+ 
shire, of which he is said to have been 
abbot. But the call of his own land was 
too strong to be denied; so, returning to 
Ireland, he founded monasteries and cells 
in many parts of the country. His 
activities were so great that he is reputed 
to have had under his guardianship as 
many as three thousand monks. Accord- 
ing to his rule, every one of his followers 
was obliged to be sufficiently industrious 
to raise enough for his own support. 


WAS BRENDAN BISHOP 7? 


The most notable of St. Brendan’s 
foundations was that of Clonfert, in Co. 
Galway. Here he erected an abbey in 
A.D. 558, but it was not till a.p. 570 or 
571 that he conferred on the surrounding 
country the dignity of a bishopric. 
Whether he himself was the first Bishop 
of Clonfert, or not, seems difficult to 
determine, Colgan, in the Acta Sanctorum, | 
makes St. Brendan the first Bishop, but 
adds that he abdicated in favour of 
St. Moena, whois reputed to have been | 
one of his disciples. At any rate, 
St. Moena could not have held the 
bishopric for any length of time; for the 
Annals of Ulster record, under the year 
571, “that the death of the first Bishop 
of Clonfert, St. Moena, took place.” The 
Annals further say that “Moena went to 
rest , . . Brendan being yet alive,” 
Whether St. Brendan was first bishop 
or not matters little. Both the biskop | 
and cathedral owe their foundation to him. 
In some respects the cathedral] appears to 
have been unique. In ancient times it 
was famous for its seven altars, but alas! 
Clonfert did not escape the dangers of the | 
subsequent centuries. It suffered many 
vicissitudes at the hands of the Danes, | 
and between the eighth and twelfth 
centuries 1f was burned at ‘least six times. 
A special feature of the present building 
is the beautiful doorway, which is said to’ 
have been built in the reign of Henry II., 
and, in design and execution, is considered 
not to be equalled by any of the same ' 
period. 


“THE LAND OF PROMISE.” 


Many legends have grown up around 
the name of St. Brendan, the most notable 
is that which earned for him the title of 
“ Navigator.’’ The story is that one even- 
ing there came to the saint one called: 
Barintus, a holy hermit of the royal race 
of Neill. When questioned as to his 
errand, weeping and ptaying he cast him- 
self upon the ground. On further ex- 
hortations from the saint, Barintus told 
how a nephew of his had fled away and 
found a beautiful island, where he estab- 
lished a monastery; how he himself. had 
gone to.see his nephew and sailed with 
him to an island which was called the. 
“Land of Promise of the Saints.”” It was 
spacious and verdant, its trees bore all 
manner of fruits. On that island there) 
was no night; “for the Lord Jesus Christ 
was the Light thereof.’’ For a long time 
Barintus and his nephew abode on the 
island, enjoying its bliss and peace. When 
at length they returned to the nephew's 
monastery, we are teld that the brethren 
“knew well where they had been, for the 
fragrance of Paradise lingered on their 
garments.”’ 
When Barintus had ended his tale, St. 
Brendan called together his “ most loving 
fellow-warriors,’’ as he delighted to term 
them, and announced his intenti@n of 
seeking this promised land. Tradition 
says that for seven years he sailed among 
the islands of the ocean in search of the 
Land of Promise of the Saints. 

Matthew Arnold made this legend the 
subject of a poem which was published in 
Fraser’s Magazine in 1860:—

“Saint. Brendan sails the northern main; 
The brotherhoods of saifits are giad, 
He greets them once, he sails again. 
So late!... Such storms!... The 
saint is mad! 


“He heard across the howling seas 
Chime convent bells‘ on wintry nights, 

He saw on spray-swept Hebrides 
Twinkle the monastery lights.’’ 


St. Brendan was not only a visionary 
and a man of great piety, but he was also 
an organiser and scholar. His founda- 
tions were schools of secular learning as 
well as abodes for those seeking a life of 
prayer and meditation. He is said to 
have written many books, and one of his 
writings dealing with his monastic rule is 
said to have been dictated to him by an 
angel.

Trade in Fetters. 


At the annual meeting of the Cumann 
na nGaedheal Party in Dublin yesterday 
President Cosgrave was able to present a 
satisfactory account of the Free State 
Government's activities during the last 
twelve months. In spite of great difficul- 
ties aná discouragements, he and his col- 
leagues have made steady progress. Mr. 
Cosgrave made no mention of an issue 
which, more keenly than anything else at 
the moment, is agitating the minds of the 
Irish people. We refer to the question of 
tariffs, which has been brought into the 
forefront of public interest by the recent 


actions of Mr. Henry Ford. What does the 
Government propose to do? The alterna- 


tives are simple. On the one hand, the 
McKenna duties, which were extended by 
Mr. Blythe’s last Budget, can be retained. 
In that event, the Government will con- 
tinue to obtain a revenue of about 
£250,000 per annum, but Mr. Ford’s 
factory at Manchester will secure the 
orders that might have gone to Cork. On 
the other hand, the Free State Govern- 
ment can do the big thing and abolish 
the McKenna duties, thus losing tem- 
porarily a certain amount of revenue, but 
bringing incalculable gain to the country. 
The removal of these duties would 
bring an immediate trade revival to the 
southern capital. At least six thousand 
men would find early employment ; every 
kind of industrial and commercial activity 
would be encouraged, and the City of 


Cork would take a place on the economic 


map of the world. 

The Free State Tariff Commission has 
prevented the protectionist fanatics from 
further adventures; but the original 
tariffs remain, with the exception of a 
duty on certain kinds of bottles, which, 
at the manufacturers’ request, has been 
removed. A similar condition of affairs 
exists in many continental countries. At 
the Consultative Economic Committee of 
the League of Nations at Geneva, on 
Monday, one of the British delegates, Sir 
Arthur Balfour, complained that very 
little had been done to abolish trade 
barriers, in spite of the strong recom- 
mendations of last year’s Economic Con- 
ference. A tariff “holiday,” he said, had 
been suggested; but, in his opinion, that 
would not be sufficient. Such a “holiday ”’ 
merely would stabilise the existing system 
of tariffs, whereas what was needed was 
a general reduction of their level. In 
the Irish Free State duties of various 
kinds and sizes have been imposed, some, 
no doubt, with a genuinely protective 
purpose, but others solely for the purpose 
of revenue-raising. The tariff on motor 
cars is the worst of all. It protects 
nothing ; for there is nothing to protect, 
except the Fordson industry, which 
refuses protection. It imposes a totally

Government apparently hesitates, in Mr. 
Cosgrave’s words, to “reverse engines.” 


It insists on the maintenance of a tax 


Ford out of 
Ireland, and is holding back the develop- 
ment of an industry that might sulve 
the Free State’s problem of emigration.

The Problem of Alsace. 

English statesmen who have been Chief 
Secretaries for Ireland—some half dozen 
of them still live—are well qualified to 
appreciate the French Government's diffi- 
culties in Alsace-Lorraine. To-day that 
Government is embarrassed by a strong 
autonomist movement in the restored 
provinces. So far as impartial foreigners 
can judge, it is not a separatist move- 
ment. The Alsatians have no real wish to 
bring back the Germans, but they 
demani—and France’s rigidly centralised 
system denies to them—the local freedom, 
and, in particular, the religious freedom, 
which they enjoyed during the forty years 
of the German occupation. The Government 
insists that the autonomist movement is 
being engineered by Germany, and treats 
its leadets as conspirators. against the 
State. At present fifteen Alsatians are 


Colmar. The whole province, which hangs 
eagerly upon the developments of the 
case, is highly sceptical of the existence 
of a plot against the Republican Govern- 
ment ; and the trial hitherto has produced 
no startling disclosures. One of. the 
accused persons is Dr. Ricklin, formerly a 
deputy to the Reichstag; another is an 
ex-abbé; the rest are teachers, printers, 
minor officials and railwaymen, who speak 
the dialect of the people. They are 
indicted under Article 87 of the Penal 
Code, but the Public Prosecutor seems 
to have been at a loss for precise charges. 
It was not until the ninth day of the trial 
that—in answer to the opposing counsel’s 
persistent question, “Where is your 
plot?’’—he alleged a conspiracy to upset 
the present form of government by force 
of arms. As yet no substantial proof of 
this charge has been adduced, and the 
prosecution hardly has been more success- 
ful with its charge that the autonomist 
movement is financed from Germany. 
Some of the accused had founded a 
publishing house by means of a loan 
which was raised in Switzerland; but 
they paid seven’ per cent. for the money, 
and claim th@ the transaction was within 
the strict region of ordinary finance. Now 
the Public Prosecutor is showing a 
significant anxiety to bring the trial to an 
early conclusion, He has told the Court 
that the examimation of all the witnesses— 
three hundred had been summoned—must 
take the case well into the summer, and 
has proposed to put forward only seven 
witnesses if the defence will limit the 
number of its witnesses to twenty-five or 
thirty. An agreement has been reached 
on this. basis, and it is expected that 
another week will see the end of the trial. 
Much may depend on the = verdict. 
Certainly a verdict which might provoke 
the French Government to yet more 
rigorous attacks on the autonomist move- 
ment would be regretted by France’s 
friends throughout the world. Any serious 
revolt in Alsace against the delivering 
nation would be the crowning irony of the 
Great War. We must h that on this 
occasion French sanity will conquer, or 
at least will mitigate, the French mind’s 
tendency to push logic to extremes. The 
people of the restored provinces are 
tenacious of their rights and they have 
deserved well of the Republic. M. 
Poincaré, enthroned firmly in office as a 
result of the general election, ought. to 
recognise that not repression, but .only 
concession and compromise, will solve the 
problem of Alsace.

ABUSE OF SYSPEM. IN 
CORK.

' FROM OUR Srecrat CoRRESPONDENT. 
CORK, Tuesday. 

That the system under which treatment is 
given to school children at the Cork Eye, 
Far and Throat Hospital is being abused to 
some extent was the complaint. made at the 
annual meeting of the Institution which was 
held ‘here to-day. 

A large number of pupils, it was stated 
in the report, had been treated during the 
year for affections to the eye, nose and 
throat, under the scheme promoted by the 
Municipal authorities, and the Cork Schools 
Medical Service. This scheme was an admir- 
able one. for the children of. the deserving 
poor, and an inestimable boon to the com- 
munity. -Unfortunately, «several. cases of 
abuse of the system had occurred when per- 
sons, quite unentitled to the benefits of 
charitable treatment, had taken advantage 
of the facilities afforded by the - Municipal 
authorities and by the hospital. If this un- 
pardonable abuse should ‘continue it would 
netessitate a revision of the whcle scheme. 


MORE PATIENTS. 


The report, which was read by Mr. C. J. 
Lane, Hon. Sécretary, stated that during the 
year 4,964 patients were entered for treatment 
at the extern department, and 760 cases were 
received’ into the wards as intern patients, 
while the individual attendances of ont- 
patients during the year numbered 13,693. 
The corresponding nambers for 1926—in itself 
somewhat a “ record ” year-—were 3,771, 731 
and 12,862, respectively, and this marked 
increase in the work-done by the hospital was 
particularly gratifying to the committee. 

From the financial statement. it would be 


-| seen that the year began with a debt due to 


the hank of £516 16s. 1d., and that during 
the year, in spite of every justifiable economy, 
this debt had been increased to £694 16s. 7d. 
The Committee regarded this with deep con- 
cern, ..possibly out -of proportion to 
magnitude of the amount involved, 
might readily be ; 
too strenuous effort on the part of the public. 
They earnestly appealed to the public at 
large, and to the generosity of individuals, 
for help to remove this debt, which hampered 
the work, and to enable them to start the 
coming year-with a clear balance sheet.

imuch about bad reading, and that really 


About two years ago, the Bishop con- 
tinued, a priest interested in this matter, 
who wanted to ‘urge the Government to bring 
in a bill as soon as possible for the preven- 
tion of evil literature; brought to me, as 
Secretary of the Bishops, a bundle of litera- 
ture which he told me was sold in some of 
the towns, even in the West of Ireland, That 
literature was so horrible that I had-to burn 
it. There was, first of all, in a great many 
of the papers, articles of the most shockin 
kind, subversive of family life, subversive o 
the very simplest ideals of Catholic morality. 
He brought me papers that-are-supposed to 
cater for physical development, and they 
were the most mee ng that I ever 
read. He brought me books sold in various 
towns in Ireland, even in Connaught, and 
they were not fit to enter any decent Catholic 
household. i 

These are the things. that are bought by 
young people and read by them, and is it any 
wonder that their young minds are corrup 
and polluted and their bodies brought to 
shame’? Believe me, the bishops and priests 
when they talk about -evil literature, a 
when they urge the Government to bring in a 
bill to keep this kind of vile literature out of 
the country, know well what they are talking 
about. I do warn you that this kind of 
literature. which comes to us from England is 
a positive danger to youth, and even to the 
grown-up and aged people of this country. 


THE MEXICAN SHOOTINGS. 


There is a paper called the Daily Express 
which. prided and plumed itself some short 
time ago as being the only paper “in Pro- 
testant England which dared to. expose the 
horrors: perpetrated . against Catholics “in 
Mexico. This paper sent, out a correspondent 
to that unfortunate country, and he saw for 
himself with his own eyes some of the horrors 
perpetrated, and heard with his own ears 
same, but not all, of the dreadful things done 
to Cathdlics. He sent his report faithfully, 
and it was published in this paper 

Continuing, the Bishop said :— The Daily 
Expresa turns. round and publishes a so- 
called life of Christ, written by a Rationalist, 
which is the most blasphemons production 
that I have ever read. That Life wants to 
show that Christ. was merely man, self- 
deluded. a visionary, not the God Man at 
all; that He died a disgraceful death, and 
never rose again. Of course, that kind of 
talk is not new. Catholic theologians and 
others have been quite familiar with it for 
many a long day. It is the theory of the 
Rationalists. That position has been refuted 
again and again: still the effort. is constantly 
being made to abolish our faith in Jesus 
Christ. The Rationalist Press and writers 
are continually making the attempt. no 
matter how often denounced and refuted. I 
consider it a shocking thing that any paper 


that circulates among the general public 
should take x ' a book like that and 
publish it ve fore the . book itself 


is actually in the hands of the public. 
That paper. through these articles. has de- 
liberately blasphemedOur Divine Lord. | It 
has deliberately insulted Christ, Our King. 
That should affect the minds, not merely of 
Catholics; but of everybody who professes 
the Christian name; an insult to Christianity 
and its founder, Jesus Christ. 

What are. the people. of Galway going to 
do with regard to this r? Are the 
Catholic newsvendors or Protestants, if such 
exist, going to. stock this papet and hand out 
this poisonous sheet to the Christian people of 
Galway; and if they do. are our Catholic 
people going to accept this paper from the 
newsagents’ hands? If you have a spark of 
Catholicity or a spark of love for Our Divine 
Lord, you should not touch that paper. Send 
it back to England. Let not even one copy 
circulate in the town of Galway, or in this 
Christian land of ours. Let the people of 
Galway—and I hope that this will be true of 
all Ireland—show that papers of that kind 
will not be supported by any Catholic or 
Christian people.

| FASCISM: IN INALY. 


THE LATEST PHASE. | 


| Io a leading article The Times 


observes :—A remarkable debate has: just 
taken place in the Italian Senate. 
Government bill for electoral reform was 
‘before that body for ratification. Some 
well-known members ventured to oppose 
it on constitutional] grounds, and Signor 
Mussolini, who had not intended to bis 
found it expedient to reply. The bill,- 
need hardly be said, was then carried} 
but there was a notable minority against 
it—46 to 161. ‘While the Duce's speech is 
By man at length, those of Signor 
Albertini and other opponents of the bill 
are com m the only 
accounts available for the moment. By 
reason of the subject 
manner of discussion, and. of the per- 
sonality of the speakers, fuller reports 
will be awaited with some curiosity. Un- 
favourable comment upon propusals of the 
dominant Fascist Government has become 
so rare in Italy, especially where Fascist 
dectrine is involved, that any instance of 
such comment excites interest. Most 
foreigners have long ceased to follow m 
detail the successive manipulations to 
which Fascism. has subjected the electoral 
system that existed at its advent. The 
purpose of them all has been to prevent 
free and popular elections and to ensure 
a large majority; in the Chamber—chosen, 
in fact, not by the people, but by the 
chiefs of the Fascist organisation. 

The present measure appears to be an 
application of this practice to the so- 
called corporative . State, which the 
Fascists have been seeking to create since 
1926. Whatever may be said—and, as 
has often been acknowledged here, very 
much may be said—in recognition of the 
material advantages which Fascism has 
bestowed upon Italy and in admiration 
of some fine qualities of the new spirit 
iv has stirred within her, the pretence 
that the bill gives her liberty is trans- 
parent. When Signor Albertini said tl <t 
it would have been more logical for Signor 
Mussolini to abolish Parliament altogether 
than to promote this project, he spoke no 
more than the truth. Where. there is no 
liberty of the Press, no liberty of - public 
meeting, no liberty of association, and no 
liberty of any kind for an Opposition, 
there is no political liberty at all. There 
is none of these liberties in the Italy of 
to-day, and 1.one is possible in the cor- 
porative State.

A FORTY-EIGHT HOURS’ 
TRIP,

NEW YORK, Puesday. 


A 48-hour passenger service by railway 
and aeroplane between New York and 
Los An w sa, 5,064 miles apart, is soon to 
be established’ by the Pennsylvania and 
the Atchison Topeka and: Santa Fe rail- 
ways, :n conjunction with National Air 
Transport Incorporated. The service pro. 
vides for train journeys by night and 
aeroplane journeys by day. 

According to the tentative arrangement 
of the schedule, the traveller will leave 
New. York on the Pennsylvania railroad 
at 6 pm., change to an aeroplane at 
Columbus, Ohio, at 8 a.m. the next day, 
change again to a train in Wichita, 
Kansas, at nightfall, this time to a frain 
of the Atchison .Topeka and Santa Fe 
railway. and the following morning at an 
airport in New Mexico once more change 
to an seraplane. In this he will, arrive 
at Los Angeles at 5 p.m. From this 
principal route there will be branches of 
Seattle and

other cities in the West. 

The Nationa’: Air Transport, which now 
carries mail and passengers from Hadley 
Field, New Jersey, to Chicago in less than 


Columbus and Wichita, and the Boeing 
Air Transport Corporation, which. per-

-multi-engined cabin aeroplanes, with a 
cruising speel of 100 miles an hour.

QUESTION OF AN INQUIRY. 

At a meeting of the Bray Urban Council 
last night, a letter was read from Me: E. P. 
McCarron, Secretary to the Local Govern- 
ment Department, stating that the Minister 
had no statutory authority enabling him to 
appoint 4 Commissioner. except where it had 
clearly been established, as the result of a 
local inquiry held ‘under Section 72 of the 
Local Government Act, 1925, that the duties 
of a local authority had not been duly and 
effectually discharced by such local authority. 
If the members of-the Council who favoured 
the appointment of a Commissioner would 
prepare a brief statement of the reasons on 
which such desire was based, the Minister 
would be prepared to consider whether an 
innuiry should be directed. : 

‘The Chairman (Mr, E. Byrne) said that he 
hoped that a Commissioner would he 
appointed. as statements were heing made 
that there was money which could not be 
accounted for. . | . 

At the last meeting the Chairman had 
given notice to rescind the resolution calling 
for the appointment of a Commissioner, but 
he now said that it was not -his intention 
to move it; | 

On the motion of Mr. MeNulty a resolu-

that the motion. was’ withdrawn for the 
apparent purpose of delaying the proposal for 
the appointment of a Commissioner.

President Cosgrave, addressing the sixth 
annual Convention of Cumann na nGaed- . 
hea| delegates at wen’ 8 Ballroom, Dublin, 
yesterday, announ that the report of 
the Town Tenants’ Comunission . is. now 
under the consideration of the Govern- 
ment.

THE CORNER TURNED. 
Mrs. Collins O'Driscoll, T.D., who 


occupied the chair at the commencement, 
said that never before were the prospects 
of the country so hopeful as they were at 
present. As President Cosgrave had often 
said, they had turned the corner, and they 
might look with confidence to prosperity 
in the immediate future. More work had 
been done in nation-building within the 
last six years than had been accomplished - 
for as many decades in the past. They 
were too near the events to realise their 
effect ; thé people could not see the trees . 
for the wood, but before another genera- 
tion had passed they would be able to 
realise fully the great work that had heen 
done, and how fortunate the country had ' 
been in having such unassuming: men at 
the helm of State for the past six years. 
(Applause. ) i 

They all appreciated the good work that 
was done by Mr. J. J. Walsh during the 
three years of his chairmanship of the 
Organisation ; they recretted his resigna- 
tion last August, and they wished him 
luck in his. future career. (Applause.) 
Her work as acting chairman since then 
had been made easy by the wreat assistance 
that she had received from the general 
secretary; and it was one of the things 
for which they had to thank Mr. Walsh, 
that he had brought Professor Burke into 
the organisation... (Hear, hear.) As she 
was anxious to vacate the cliair, she asked 
for nominations to that position. 


ELECTION OF CHAIRMAN. 

The Very Rev. Canon Masterson, P. 
Mohill, proposed that Professor J. M. 
O'Sullivan, Minister for Education, be 
elected to the chair. and he said that he 
did so because the Minister was a man of 
great personal charm, sound judgment and 
unfailing tact, and a man who was loyal 
to his chief and to his party. 

Mr. Barry Egan, T.D., Cork, seconded, 
and the motion was passed unanimously. 

Professor O’Sullivan, it was stated, was 
absent from the Convention owing to the 
death of his sister-in-law. 

Mr. Barry Egan was then moved to the 
chair for the day. 


PRESIDENT COSGRAVE’S SPEECH. 
President Cosgrave, who was received 


with applause, said that during the past 
twelve months they had had two general 
elections and four by-elections, and he 


thought that, on the whole, the results 
were satisfactory. They had also to 
chronicle the loss of one of the greatest 
statesmen that this country ever knew, or 
i would know. His loss to the Staté could 
not be measured just now, and his work 
would, perhaps, be better known to 
students of the future who would read 
about our Constitution and learn some- 
thing from the statements made by that 
great man on the introduction of that Con- 
stitution to the Dail. His death was to 
all of: them a great personal loss, but that 
loss was overshadowed by the immense sá 
which the country sustained, and he felt 
sure that he expressed the wish of every- 
one present when he said that the widow 
(Mrs. O Higgins) and her orphans had the 
_ sincere sympathy of every member of 
Cumann na nGaedheal. (Hear, hear.) 

The agenda before the meeting was an 
exhaustive ‘one, representing probably 
every phase of governmental] activity. He 
might repeat that in considering pro- 
posals to be put before the Government, 
and to be considered by Parliament, some 
little sympathy and. consideration shauld 
be shown for that unfortunate man, whose 
pockets they had searched during the past 
few years—the taxpayer. It was one of 
the privileges of the Opposition that they 
should table the most attractive and costly 
programme; and it was one of the dis- 
advantages of the Government that they 
must provide the means, or answer tt 
not providing them, and all those allevia- 
tions which humanity required, and which 
were looked upon by the Opposition for 
the Government to perform. 


COMING LEGISLATION. 

They had, he said. been just presented 
with a very exhaustive report im connec- 
tion with town tenants. That report was 
under the consideration of the Govern- 
ment, and was likely to engage their atiet- 
tion for some time. They had also under 
consideration the question of legislatiow 
dealing with the abuse of morality by 
certain newspapers and periodicals which 
came into this country; and it was to be 
hoped that within the next few months 
legislation dealing with the matter would 
be before the Oireachtas. 

The last year, he added, was very much 
upset by having two general elections, and 
it was matter for congratulation that the 
sound common-sense of the people was 
exercised in such a way as fo restore 
political normality in the country. No 
one political party could have accom- 
plished that. Parliament was now fully 
representative of the country. The places 
in the Dail that had been vacant for five 
or six years had now been filled, and there 
was, as far as could be seen, an earnest 
desire on the part of every member to do 
his best for the country. (Applause.) 

Adverting to his visit to the United 
States. Mr. Cosgrave said that he had 
been received with great honour and dis- 
tinction by the head of the Government, 
as well as by our own kith and kin. There 
was evidence there of the great love and 
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me 
ride which the people of America had 
or Ireland, and for the work in which 
her people were engaged, and for the way 
in which we were shouldering our respon- 
sibilities in this young State. It was a 
matter of very great personal pride to him 
io have witnessed a review of the 69th 

Regiment, and to have been the third 
recipient of an honor degree from the 
Catholic University of ‘Washington, ~ 

He should say. that: the Americans 
evidenced the very" keenest interest in 
everything that pertained to the welfare 
of our eountry; and there were during 
that visit many articles in the Amer, 
newspapers which gave credit to the

He thought that the country had made more 
progress in the last year than it had made,

They had got into the Parliament of the 
country representatives of every single section 
of the Irish people to-day, and even those 
people who fought against and obstructed the 
Government in every way that they could 
had become conscious that they were Trish- 
men, and that they must work for the 
benefit of the country as a whole. The 
country realised that the one 
responsible for the change was President 
Cose-rave—(hear, hear)—and for that alone 
they owed him a great debt of gratitude.

PORTORA OFFICERS’ 
TRAINING CORPS. 
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SETTLEMENT OF ACTION. 


A settlement was announced yesterday in 
the Northern Ireland High Court of the 
action for damages for wrongful dismissal, in 
which the plaintiff was Charles Edward Scott, 
and the detendants the Fermanagh Protestant 
Board of Education. The case had been 
listed for trial before the Lord Chief Justice 
end a oommon jury. 

When the case was called, Mr. M‘Gonigal, 
K.C., who, with Mr. Lowry, K.C., and Mr. 
Shiel, barrister-at-law «(instructed by Messrs. 
Maguire and Herbert) appeared for the 
plaintiff, said that he was glad to be able 
to inform his lordship that a settlement by 
consent had been reached and signed. 

Counsel then read the consent, which was 
in the followmg terms :— 

It is. hereby consented and agreed by and 
between the parties to this action, testified 
by the signatures. of the plaintiff and his 
solicitors, and the chairman and secretary of 
the defendants and their solicitors, as follows : 

THE TERMS. 

(1) The plaintiff's Gaim and the defendants’ 
counterelaim shall be dismissed without costs 
to eithex party. 

(2; The sum of £14 13s. 10d. lodged by the 
defendants with their defence shall be paid 
out to the plaintiff's solicitors. 

(5) The.sum of £150 lodged by the plaintiff 
as security for costs shall be paid out to the 
plaintiff's solicitors. 

(4) The defendants accept the account of 
the moneys received by the plaintiff as Officer 
Commanding the Portora . Officers’ Training 
Corps, and agree that the plainff's failure to 
account and pay over the balance in his 
hands to the defendants was due to a mis- 
understanding, which has now been explained 
to the satisfaction of the defendants. 

TO RESCIND RESOLUTION. 

(5) The defendants, having accepted the ex- 
planation aforesaid. agree to pass a resolution 
rescinding their resolution of the 24th 
January, 1927, dismissing the plaintiff, and 
accepting his resignation as from the 24th 
January, 1927. 

(6) The plaintiff admits that he has no 
further claim against the defendants or the 
Rev. E. G. Seale, and the defendants with- 
draw all imputations against the plaintiff.

THE ANNUAL REPORT, 

Mr. T. E. Gordon, M.B., submitting the 
annual report, said that the admissions for 
the year weré:—Intern patients: civilians 
1,724, soldiers 22; total 1,746; increase 76 on 
previous year. Dispensary attendances, 1927: 
19,264; increase 239. This showed an increase 
in numbers, in spite of the fact that the num- 
ber of ex-Service men had diminished. The 
new dispensaries, it was added, are now in 
full working order and are giving great 
satisfaction. There was no qualification 
needed for admission to the dispensaries for 
treatment, except that people should be poor 
and that they needed help. The departments 
of the dispensary were dermatological, 
gynecological, throat, nose and ear; X-ray, 
massage, and children’s. In the Jast- 
mentioned department they had 1,706 attend- 
ances, of which 400 were new cases 

The almoners’ department was able during 
the year to make arrangements for six 
patients to be sent to Switzerland, and in 
many other cases were able to help with 
advice. One case from County Cork caused 
special difficulty, but, owing to the courtesy 
of the Insurance Commissioners, they were 
able to send the patient to Switzerland, 
where he is now making good progress. 

INCOME AND EXPENDITURE. 

At the close of the year the overdraft was 
£7,283, a slight increase as compared with 
1926. The total ordinary income for the year 
showed an increase of about £1,000, which 
was dne to increased receipts from paying 
patients and subscriptions and donations. The 
expenditure was £16,998 17s. 8d.,a decrease of 
£537 as compared with 1926. The year’s work- 
ing showed a deficiency on imcome and 
expenditure of £2.785 19s.

VICTORIA HOUSE. 

The report had the following reference to 
Victoria House.

Very few of théSe patients now re- 
main, It is many years since any. painting 
or repairs were done, and a large sum of 
money will now have to be expended. Part 
of the flooring will have to be relaid, and 
many of the windows are in bad condition 
and must be replaced. In addition, the whole 
interior of the house will have to be painted. 
The board have decided to instal a lift, the 
loss of which has heen seyerely felt in the 
= The total cost of the work will pro- 

ably amount to about £2,000. 

The board appeal earnestly to all sup- 
porters of the hospital to assist in raising 
funds to meet this large expenditure.

MEDICAL AND SURGICAL SCIENCE. 

Dr. Bewley, seconding,- referred to Vic- 
toria House. He said they wanted certain 
alterations made. It was built in the 
‘seventies of last century to receive and treat 
cases of fever, of which there was a great 
deal in those days. ‘Typhoid and typhus 
fever had almost disappeared, and in that 
connection he thought they were too pessi- 
mistic about Dublin. These were diseases 
caused by dirt and overcrowding, and, 
though Dublin was very badly housed and 
the conditions disgraceful, yet, when they 
looked back, they should be thankful for the 
improvement that had taken place. These 
two diseases, caused by filth and overcrowd- 
ing, had almost died out. They had no such 
cases applying for admission now, and it was 
so Mw to adapt the greater part of the 
ouse to ordinary medical cases, reservin 
certain wards for fever cases, measles’ an 
diphtheria. 

Mevite briefly referred to the advance in 
surgery and the many diseasts now suctess- 
fully treated by surgery as compared with 
fifty years ag, he said that the result was 
that in the hospital the surgical wards had 
been more crowded than the medical wards, 
and there was a waiting list of surgical 
cases. The medical and fever beds were too 
numerous for the demand, and it had been 
decided to increase the number of surgical 
wards by making the greater part of Vic- 
toria House available for medical cases, 
which would increase the usefulness of the 
hospital very greatly. To do this would cost 
£2,000, and, thos h the hospital could pay 
this sum out of capital invested, they 
thought that they should not disturb this 
capital, and so, reduce their income from 
investments, which a them £3,500 per 
annum, in view of their annual expenditure 
being £18,000. bee therefore, appealed to 
their friends for this £2,000—to all Pro- 
testants in Ireland; for they treated cases, 
not only from the Free State, but from 
Northern Ireland. (Applause.)

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UNSTAMPED METERS. 

The statement suggests amendments which 
are needed if the provisions of the bill are to 
be carried out without causing unnecessary 
cost and inconvenience. In the case of un- 
stamped meters it is suggested that, if the 
period were extended to two years, an under- 
taking could be given that by that time every 
unstamped meter should bear the Free State 
stamp. 

As to meters at present bearing the Board 
of Trade stamp, the Minister informed a 
deputation recently that a period of five years 
would be «one y Fe re-verification and re- 
stamping. e industry suggests this period 
should be extended si rm an, As to a 
statement made on the second reading of the 
bill, that no meter should remain installed for 
more than ten years, it is pointed out that 
experience has shown that in Europe and 
America meters have been working from forty 
to sixty years and were found to register 
correctly. 

Although the bill makes provision for the 
establishment of additional meter-testing 
stations, it is almost certain that the two 
existing testing stations in Dublin and Cork 
will continue to be the only two stations 
available for the testing of meters. 

COST OF TESTING METERS. 

If it were necessary to remove every meter 
from the consumer's house ‘in’ order to have 
it re-tested and re-stam at. one of these 
official testing stations, the cost of removal, 
carfiage by rail to and from ‘the testing 
station, and re-fixing in position, would in- 
volve an enormous outlay of money which 
would of necessity have to fall ultimately 
upon the consumer, and for which: he would 
receive no corresponding . benefit—if, indeed, 
any benefit: whatever. he cost of this pro- 
cedure would average about £1 per meter 
tested. In the aggregate it weak cost not 
less than £50,000. eee the risk of 
damage, or derangement, in transit would be 
serious, and further useless expense would 
result. 

The intention of Clause 9 is to enable 
those undertakings which are operating with- 
out Parliamentary sanction to adopt, where 
the Minister thinks it desirable, a system of 
charging (i.e., per therm (which is now re- 
garded as more scientific than the system at 
Eoin employed (i.e. per 1,000 cubic feet).

OBLIGATIONS. 

It must. however, be clearly understood 
that the Order which the Minister may make 
will impose automatically obligations which, 
even to a large undertaking, are onerous and, 
to a small undertaking, extremely difficult to 
fulfil.

The bill was designed to make the 
powers permanent, but Sir Dawson Bates, 
Minister of Home Affairs, in proposing

MINISTER’S STATEMENT 


THE NECESSITY FOR THE BILL. 


Sir Dawson Bates said that when the pro- 
visions were first introduced they were faced 
by an. organised campaign of murder and 
outrage, which had as its primary object the 
destruction of the Constitution of Northern 
Ireland, conferred upon the om ns of Ulster 
by the Government of Ireland Act, 1920. 
The ordinary law was insufficient to deal 
with the situation which had arisen, and he 
ventured to say that if the principle em- 
bodied in the bill by the Northern Govern- 
ment in 1922 had.been recognised their 

redecessors in the government of 
feland would not to-day have such an un- 
enviable reputation amongst civilised coun- 
tries. The fair administration of the pro- 
visions of the Act brought about the peace 
which they now enjoyed. 

Some members miglit suggest that, be- 
cause they now enjoyed peace and full Bharr 
it, was time to relinguish the powers whic 
brought about that condition of affairs, “I 
say to-day that while we are living in 
peace, there are combined forces at work in 
our province and elsewhere, which would at 
the slightest relaxation of the law revert to 
destruction,” declared the Minister of Home 
Affairs, and he added that he made that 
statement with a full sense of responsibility. 

DOCUMENTS QUOTED. 

Proceeding, Sir Dawson Bates quoted the 
documents which were produced at a recent 
trial in Dublin. ‘He also declared that in 
September last the Northern police dis- 
covered a dump in Belfast, containing a 
thousand rovinds of revolver ammunition. 
ninety Millis bombs and ten revolvers, and 
referred to a manifesto issued at Derry 
directed against the Northern Government, 
and stated that in February last twenty-five 
youths were being taught how to throw 
bombs in Derry. The instructors were 
prosecuted, and their “defence was that 
they were teaching Boy Scouts drill. 
One of the documents, he said, referred in 
favourable terms to the rebellion, which he 
(the Minister) regarded as one of the most 
terrible and wholesale series of murders that 
ever disgraced a civilised community. 

_ He. went. on to quote speeches and resolu- 
tions at meetings in recent months, in which 
references were made to the necessity for an 
organisation to maintain the Republic, to 
upset the Treaty, and to repudiate the Acts 
of the Northern Government. These extracts, 
he said, warranted him in asking the House 
to continue the Act. The Government had 
no desire to maintain it for a moment longer | 
than necessary for the safety of the province, 
They were anxious to see peace and settled 
conditions, and the Act would not injure 
any law-abiding citizen. He had given 
anxions consideration to the question of how 
long the Act should continue, and the Govern- 
ment had decided to take the risk af not 
making it permanent, but to continue its 
opérations only for a period of five years, and 
he would move an amendment in Committee 

altering the title of the bill to that effect. 

CREATING A FALSE IMPRESSION. 
Mr, Kyle (Labour), in moving the rejection 
the méasure, which; he said, if it, became 
law, would create a false impression, not only 
in this country, ‘but wherever the affairs of 
Northern Ireland were discussed.

THE DOCTRINE OF REVOLUTION. 

Mr. Devlin said that when constitutionalism 
after years of struggle had succeeded it was 
the members of the Government who first 
proclaimed the doctrine of revolution, and 
from that people came to the con- 
clusion that freedom was only to be 
gained ‘by physical force. lt was in 
the interest of all tnat they should 
not foster bitter memories of the past; but 
murder was not all on the one side, and he 
challenged the Minister to give the name of 
any murderers who were supporters of the 
Government who were brought to justice. 
The men who organised these murders had 
not’ been interned. The Government owed 
its ition to all the misery and destruction 
in the eountry. They had marched through 
murder.towards the dismemberment of Ire- 
land.‘ 16 was because people had come to 
see. that no great problem could be solved 
by revolutionary means that an end had 
been put to the things that scarred the good 
name of Ireland, North and South, and it 
was not because of repressive. measures of 
this kind. Repressive measures were only 
passed to deal with abnormal crime, but 
there was no serious crime now in Northern 
Ireland, and yet they had this insulting 
measure brought before them. The most 
reprehensible feature of the bill was that the 
liberty of the subject or the Press could be 
taken away without giving a reason.

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ATTORNEY-GENERAL ’S REPLY. 
The Attorney-General said that year he

It was known that. there was a Republican 
Party in existence ready to step into power 
at a convenient opportunity, and it had an

There was peace 
in Northern land to-day, and the Govern- 
ment of Northern Testand would do its best 
to maintain peace, but the matter lay with 
the people, and if there were people who were 
determined to break the peace and ‘force the 
country into disaster, the Government, while 
unable to maintain the peace against a sub- 
stantial portion of the community, would do 
its best to further the interest of peace, and 
as long as he Act was on the Statute Book 
they would be, happily, able to do so. 
It was stated by one member 
that it could be proved that police 
either committed or cordoned murder. If 
such information was in the ion of the 
honourable member, it was his duty to sub- 
mit it to the Government to be investigated 
and dealt with. He did not believe that the 
member had such information, and he did not 
believe that the allegation was true. It only 
showed the length to which some members 
would go for the purpose of blackening the 
character of those charged with the adminis- 
tration of justice. 


THE POWER OF ARREST. 

Mr. W. McMullen (Labour) said -he took 
exception to ‘the remarks whith had been 
applied to some of the people in the rebellion 
of 1916. He knew one gentleman well, and 
there was not a member of the Government 
fit to black his shoes. 

Mr. J. H. Collins (Nationalist) said that, 
in view of the peaceful condition of the 
country, ib was a disgrace to have this Act. 
on the Statute Book. If a new crisis arose 
they could introduce and pass an Act within 
two days. The power of arrest under the bill 
was the most extraordinary ever given to a 
policeman. | 

Mr. T. A. McAllister (Nationalist) said that 
it was suggested that all the shooting was 
done on .one side, but. he was prepared to put 
it to the test by asking the Government to 
publish the names of all who had. been 
mutdered in the Six Counties. The bill was 
a partisan measure. Everyone knew that the 
McMahon family and the boys in Cushendall 
were murdered by Crown forces. 


LEARNING THE LESSON. 

Mr. Harbison (Nationalist) said that if the 
Bill had been in operatiom in 1914 there 
would to-day be a united Ireland, and if the 
guns had not been landed at Larne no 
British soldier would have been struck down 
in Ireland. The people in Ireland had learned 
their lesson and were not going to unlearn 
it, and if the Act were taken off the Statute 
Book crime would not be increased by one 
fraction. 

Mr. George Henderson (Farmers) said that 
the Bill revived memories that they were all 
anxious to forget—a time when people in all 
parts of Ireland seemed to go mad. 

Mr Crawford (Unionist) said that the Bill 
would not hurt any law-abiding citizen, and 
no ratepayer would complain at its continu- 
ance if it. prevented a recurrence of the 
terrible happenings of the past. 

Mr. O'Neill (Nationalist) said that murder 
was indefensible. There was no use denying 
the fact that murders had been participated 
in by officials of the Government. 

Mr. Hanna (Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Ministry of Home Affairs) said that if justice 
could have been brought to the callous mur- 
derers, no matter who they were, they would 
have been brought to justice. 

The Bill was read a second time by 23 
votes to 11.

£21,700,000 NEEDED. 


Mr. Neville Chamberlain this afternoon 
made ‘his annual statement on the work of 
the Ministry of Health in presenting the 
éstimates for the coming financial year. The 
total sum asked for was £21,700,000, on 
increase of nearly a million over the csti- 
mates of last year. Virtually half of the 
gross; total, said Mr,: Chamberlain, ‘was for 
housing grants; but he did not ‘think the 
country would gradge the amount so long as 
the demand for houses remained unsatisfied. 
He quoted figures eae that the provision 
of houses was a costly business under the 
1919 Act. One hundred and seventy-six 
thousand dwellifgs had been provided <t a 
total capital cost to the Exchequer of 178 
millions. ‘There was a loss of about £45 a 
year on each of these houses, of which 
£39 10s, fell upon the Exchequer and £5 10s. 
upon. the mc; a rates. Houses built under 
subsequent Acts did not involve such heavy 
losses, and there has been a substantial re- 
duction in the cost of building. 

Since the Atmistice there had been built, 
up to 3lst March last, 1,102,000 houses, of 
which 412,000 had been sm by local 
authorities and 600,000 by private enter- 

rise. 

á Having dealt with the problem oí the slums, 
the Minister went on to deal with the ques- 
tion of health. 
reflection that as soon~as they discovered 
methods of curing old diseases new ones 
seemed to spring into existence. He instanced 
sleepy sickness, the after effects of which, 
especially in the case of young people, were 
very distressing. There had been an average 
of 1,500 cases during the last ten years. Out 
of 3,000 cases inquiry showed that about 25 

r cent. recovered, 35 per cent. died, and 
O per cent. became more or less disabled 
mentally or physically. Rheumatism was 
very rife, and was responsible for an expendi- 
ture of five millions last year by approved 
societies on sickness benefits. 

The Ministry of Health had been established 
nine years, and during that period the general 
death rate had dropped from 14 per 1,000 to 
12.3; the infant mortality had dropped from 
89 to 78 per 1,000, but this still disclosed a 
very serious state of things, and he proposed 
to set up a committee of inquiry into this 
question, and another to deal with the subject 
of midwifery.
